Wurren. garbage expert of Detroit said 
today in discussing the disposal of ot- 
fal in this city. 
Dr. Warren is head 


of health district No. 1 of Detroit in- 
cluding four Grosse Point villages. He 
is a former resident of Janesville and 
said he would be glad to give the local 
city officials all' the help necessary to 
help solve the garbage question. 


.Dr. Warren said that the collecting 


and disposal of garbage must be a city 
proposition and not placed in the hand 
oE any firm or Individual. 
"If Janesville is to solve the prob- 


lam the city council must take It upon 
its own shoulders to handle the pro- 
position and not attempt to let any- 
one else have charge of it," he said. 
Dr. W&rren said that by building an 


incinerator the city derived some rev- 
enue as tho citizens would have to pay 
to have the garbage hauled away. If 
a reduction plant should 
be ' decided

plause).. Here Is Agreement. 


"And 
there is no other way to dis- 
pense with great armaments except by 
the common agreement of the fighting 
nations of the world. And here is the 
agreement.

But there was something else 
we wanted, that is accomplished by 
this treaty. 
We wanted to see to it 
that there was no place in the world

"The most startling thing that de- 
veloped itself at the opening of

use jt—but her political preparation; 
to find that every community in the 
civilized world was penetrated by her 
intrigue. The German people did not 
know that, but it w'as known in Wil- 
helmstrasse, where the central offices 
of the German government were, and 
Wilhelmstrasse was the master of the 
German .people; and this war, my fel- 
low citizens, has emancipated the Ger- 
man people as well as the rest of the 
world. 
Must Be Destroyed ' 
"We don't want to see anything like 
that done again because we know that 
democracy will' only have to destroy 
that form of government: and if we 
don't destroy it now, the job is still to 
be done and by a combination of all 
the great fighting peoples of the world 
to see to it that the aggressive purpos- 
es of such government cannot be real- 
ized, you make it no 
longer 
worth 
while for little groups of men to con- 
trive the downfall of 
civilization 
in

"My fellow citizens, it does not make 
any difference what kind of a minority 
governs- you, if it is a minority. And 
the thing we must see to is that no 
minority anywhere masters the major- 
ity. That is at the heart, my fellow 
citizens, of the tragical things that are 
happening in that great country which 
we long to help and can find no way 
that is effective to help—I mean the 
great realm of Russia. The men who 
are now measureably in control of the 
affairs of Russia represent nobody but 
themselves. 
They have 
again 
and 
again bten challenged to call a consti- 
tutional convention. They have again 
and'again been challenged to prove 
that they have had some kind of a 
mandate es-en from a single class of 
their fellow citizens. 


Have Xo Mandate 


"And 
they dared not attempt, it; 
they have no mandate from anybody. 
There are only 40 of them, I am told, 
and there were more than 34 men who 
u---ed to control the destinies of Europe 
from 
Wilhelmstrasse. 
There 
is 
a 
closer monopoly of power in Petrograd 
and Moscow than ever there was in 
Berlin, and the thing that is intoler- 
able is not that the Russian people are 
having their way, but 
that 
another 
group of men more cruel than the czar 
himself, is controlling the destines of 
that great people. And I want to say 
here and now that I am against the 
control of any 
minority 
anywhere. 
Search your own 'economic history and 
what have you been uneasy about? 
Now and aguin you have said there 
were small groups of capitalists who 
were controlling the 
industry and 


therefore the development of the Unit- 
ed States. 


Must Break Up Monopoly. 


•Seriously, 
my 
fellow citizens, if 
that is so 
(and 
sometimes I 
have 
feared that it was) -we must break up 
that monopoly. I am not now saying 
that there is any group of our fellow 
citizens who are consciously doing any- 
thing of the kind and I am saying that 
these allegations nvust be proved. But 
if it is proved that 
any 
class, 
any 
group anywhere is -without the 
suff- 
rage of their fellow citizens in control 
of our affairs then I am with you to 
destroy the power of that group. We 
have got to be frank with 
ourselves 
however. 
If we do not want minority 
government in Germany we must see 
to it that we do not have it in the Uni- 
ted States. If you do not want little 
groups of selfish men to plot the fu- 
ture of Europe we must not allow little 
groups of selfish^ men to plot the fu- 
ture of America/Any man that speaks 
for a class must prove that he also 
speaks for all his fellow citizens and 
for. mankind; and then we will listen 
to him. 
"Then there' was another thing we 
wanted to do. my fellow citizens, that 
is done in this document. Wte wanted 
to see that helpless 
people were no- 
where in tho world put at the mercy 
of the unscrupulous enemies and mas- 
ters. There is one pitiful 
example 
which is in the hearts of all of us. I 
mean tho example of,Armenia. There 
was a Christian people, helpless, at the 
mercy of a. Turkish government which 
thought it the service of God to destroy 
them. 
And at this moment, my fel- 
low citizens, it is an 
open 
question 
whether the Armenian people will not 
while we sit here and debate, be ab- 
solutely' destroyed.
